Young adults Interviewed brfefly in a number of situations Ex- 
press a wide range of reasohs for teen drinking or why alcohol 
Is not used. Without preaching or gimmicks, these sequences 
bring to light problems corfcerning drug use. parental conflicts, 
and general unrest and fri^stratlon.
